However, Egres discloses extruding a smooth Inner layer (column 1, lines 31-40, 
column 6, lines 24-36, column 8, lines 13-24). Applicant has argued that Egres fails to 
disclose a substantially continuous jacket. However, Figs. 6-7 of Egres shows a 
substantially continuous jacket.
